In the favorable report on two of the Business 
Men's League Home Rule bills those relating 
to police and excise—by the Senate Committee 
on municipal corporations—no recommendation 
is made concerning the transfer of the control 
of police finances from the State to the city. 

/But the Legislature has a timely illustration 
lof the impropriety of the present system in the 
police lobbyists who are importuning the mem-; 
bers to increase the pay of the St. Louis police 
officers. 

Under the existing system St. Louis has not 
a word to say with regard to the number of police 
employed for the city nor as to the pay they shall 
réceive. The Municipal Assembly is forced, under 
the law, to vote the appropriations demanded by 
the Board of Commissioners to provide for the 
pay of police, whose number and compensation 
are fixed by the State Legislature. 

We are not discussing the merits of the police 
demand for more pay. It may be just. We are 


compélied to pay any amount the police can in- 
duce the Legislature to give them. 

Surely the city should have the power to de- 
termine how many police it needs and what they 
ishall-be paid. The question of number and pay

~ The members of the State Legislature have 
little interest in and little knowledge of these 
matters. The State does not have to bear the 
burden and the legislators have only the state- 
ments of interested persons to guide them. 

No sensible man who undefstahds and sup- 
ports American principles of Government and 
who understands business principles can deny the 
right of St. Louis to decide all of these questions 
relating to the police. The right is fundamental. 
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Having done much for the emancipation of men, 
the Liberals’ foremost task is now to emancipate 
land from the grip of a rusty, effete, unprofita- 
ble system, says Lloyd-George. Until the land is 
emancipated, men themselves will not be eman- 
cipated. 
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DEMOCRATIC PROGRESS IN ENGLAND. 

Ulster having gone over to home rule by the 
Londonderry election, whereby the Nationalists 
gain the majority of members of Parliament from 
that province, the plan of the House of Lords 
to force a radical compromise on the Irish home 
rule bill has been considerably weakened. The 
Lords have rejected the bill, which is now await- 
ing its second passage by the House of Com- 
mons. 

When it again reaches the Lords they must 
then decide whether to pass tle bill on a com- 
promise or reject it for the last time. The first 
would “save their fate.” The second course 
would subject this historic chamber to the su- 
preme humiliation of having a law enacted over 
their veto for the first time. It would show 
to the world that the House of Lords has no real 
power and that the House of Commons is supreme. 
The Lords made it understood that if the As- 
quith government would eliminate Ulster from the 
bill they would pass it. While the Irish members 
say they are open to any reasonable compromise, 
they are unanimous in the determination to re- 
fuse any attempt to divide Ireland,into two na- 
tions. If any compromise is made it will be only 
on some unimportant detail of the bill, and it 
will save Ireland about nine months’ time in get- 
ting home rule, as the measure will pass into 
law automatically as it stands in May, 1914, 
~The Lords are rapidly weakening from their 
arrogant position. Lord Halsbury, leader of the 
“Die. Hards,” admits that the chamber is now 
“only a debating society.” The Duke of Bedford, 
one of England’s most influential peers, openly 
advocates the cessation of further opposition by 
the Lords, fearing they may endanger what lit- 
tle prestige has been left them. 

Thus the democratic leveling machine in En- 
gland is slowly ironing out the inequalities in the 
constitution. 
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The Postmaster-General’s report recommends 
that books be included in the parcel post list.

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BERGSON NO SYNDICALIST. 
‘Beginning this week, Henri Bergson, professor 
of philosophy at the College de France and ad- 
mittedly the most original thinker of today, is 
to deliver a course of lectures at Columbus Uni- 
versity, New York. The American public is un- 
usually interested in this fact because of the 
astonishing claim that has been made that Prof. 
Bergson, in his philosophical writings, justifies 
what is known as syndicalism. 

As it is understood dnd applied in the United 
States, syndicalism is that form of the labor 
movement carried on by the Industrial Workers 
of the World—the organization which made its 
power felt in the Lawrence strike. This body, 
like its parent societies in Europe, is opposed 
both to trades unionism and Socialism. It does 
not believe in the methods of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor nor will it have anything to do 
with political action. Its aim, bere and abroad. 
is to bring about the general strike, and in the 
meantime, to so harass and cripple all industries 
as to make them unprofitable, in which event its 
exponents hold that “the workers” will have no 
difficulty‘in seizing them and becoming sole ow:s- 
ers and managers. As with the Socialists, the 
term “worker” is taken to mean those who per- 
form hand labor. 

| Bergson’s philosophy may be summed up as 
comprising three propositions. Life can not be 
successfully explained by intellectual processes. 
We must use the intuitional faculty. Society has 
no fixed destination which can be ‘scientifically 
predicted. It is dependent on the constant cre- 
ative impetus which carries all thtngs along. 








| Human planning is futile. We shall become some- 





ings are couched in the language of the abstract] 
thinker. Nowhere does he descend to a discus- 
sion of present day industrial problems. 

What the syndicalist leaders have done is what 
the slavery and anti-slavery leaders did with. re- 
gard to the Bible—eagerly seized Bergson’s ideas 
to bolster up their theories. But, syndicalism hav- 
ing a fixed plan—the seizure of production and 
distribution—it is evident to the casual reader

Mr. Wilson exhibits keen discernment 
in discovering that ‘‘there ts a fear in 
many minds that we are about to set 
up what has been called a medical 
trust,” and in recognizing the desira-| 
bllity of removing this idea. The pos- 
sibility of its removal in existing cir- 
cumstances is, however, another mat- 
ter. If the President-elect has not 
“seen any serious proposal to put any 
particular school of medicine in charge 
of the national health,’’ it is because 
no such proposal is necessary. A par- 
ticular school of medicine is now, and 
has been for years, in charge of the 
‘national health,’’ so far as it is and 
has been within the power of the Gov- 
ernment to confer such authority. 
allopathic school dominates the Federal 
medical service. It exercises, and has 
exercised for years, a close monopoly 
in this respect. 

No other school of medicine has ree- 
ognition or opportunity worth mention- 
ing in any of the departments of the 
national Government, civil or military. 
It is all but stamped as the State school 
of medicine; it is all but empowered to 
drive out all other schools of medicine; 
what is necesSfary to impose allopathy 
upon the nation to the exclusion of ev- 
ery other method of healing—so far as 
law can regulate the popular conscience’ 
and direct and control the popular will— 
is not to “put any particular school of 
medicine in charge of the national 
health,”’ but simply to create a depart- 
ment of health of which the allopathic 
school, already dominant in every other 
respect, may take possession.

Sir Gerald Lowther, the British Ambassador at 
Constantinople is expected to be promoted to the 
Berlin Embassy. It is an open secret that he has 
long coveted the residence at the Kaiser's capi- | 
tal. His uncle, Lord Lonsdale, is the German Em- 
peror’s most tntimate friend ig England and has 
many times entertained him at Lowther Castle, 
where Hohenzoliern gifts and order decorations 
are almost too numerous to enumerate. 
Sir Gerald has displayed unusual tact and skill 
in the delicate and difficult situation at Con- 
stantinople and has accomplished the almost im- 
possible task of preserving friendly relations 
with the two political factions of Old and Young 
Turks. His position has naturally been more be- 
set with diplomatic danger from the fact that the 
peace conference has been sitting in London, in 
into touch with the British Foreign Office.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Feb. 8—King Ferdinand, whose 
official title is Czar of the Bulgars, has commanded 
his Queen to cease her labors for invalid soldiers. 

She has been working very hard both at the front 
and in her own hospital here, where she has German 
nuns and nurses. 

lerdinand is terribly afriad of infection and will 
not enter a hospital or have a surgeon or @ nurse 
near him. He has kept his Queen in perpetual quar- 
antine because she has always been tending the sick 
and the wounded... He has aged much since the 
war began, for he works day and night, besides feéel- 
ing tremendous responsibility. 

Before Princess Eleanor of Russ marr Ferdi- 
nand, who then was Prince of Bulgaria, she had 
achieved world-wide fame for her charitable works. 
For some years she lived with the Sisters of Charity 
at Muebben, Germany, being practically one of them. 
When Japan made war on Russia in 1908, she went 
into the field as a military nurse and remained 
with .Gen. Kuropatkin’s army until peace Was Con- 
cluded. 

Soon after she returned home Prince Ferdinand, 
who had lost his first wife, Princess Maria of Parma, 
in January, 189%, sought Princess Bleanor’s hand in 
marriage. .She refused him. Annually, for three 
years, he repeated his proposal, and she married him 
five years ago. ' 

It is presumed that Ferdinand married her for 
her good works, but it must be he thought that an 
alliance with her would gain for him in his ambitious 
schemes the powerful support of the German Em-| 
peror. For now he frowns upon her activities in be- 
half of his own troops. Indeed, he informed her 
the other day—and-he rules his own household with 
a firmer hand than he rules Bulgaria—that he will 
not permit her to do any more nursing.

More than that, he gave orders that none of the 
clothing and other comforts she had gathered for 
the suffering soldiers should be sent to the field.

The Queen wept when the messenger sent out by 
the Balkan Relief Committee told her this and 
murmured: 

, Iam of no account at all.” 

The King is credited with thinking his second wife 
a fool, and he has commanded that her orders are 
not to be obeyed until he has set his approval on 
them. Some think he is jealous of her popularity, 
which he by no means shares, in spite of his hard 
work for the country. 

Like their stepmother, Ferdinand’s two daughters 
are deeply interested in the somber effects of the 
war, devoting their energies mainly to providing 
asylums in various parts of Bulgaria for children 
whom the war has made orphans and giving them 
not only the necessaries of life, but also toys and 
other articles to make them happy.

OLATES COURT 
ORDER, SAYS WALD 


Father Asks That Former Wife 
Be Compelled to Return | 
Daughter to Missouri. 





Testimony in the habeas corpus case 
of Emilie M. Wald against his former 
wife, who is now the wife of Charles FI. 
Miller, was completed in Judge Mc- 
Quillin’s court yesterday and the case 
was taken under advisement. Wald asks 
possession of his daughter, Lucille Wald, 
15 years old, who is now with her moth- 
er at Vancouver, B. C. 

Mrs. Miller obtained a divorce from 
Wald in the Circuit Court in 1904, and 
was awarded custody of Lucille. The 
father, however, was accorded the privi- 
lege of seeing the child and taking her 
out at stated intervals. This order was 
followed until June 12, 1911; it is charged, 
when Mrs. Wald became Miller's wife 
and moved to Vancouver, taking her 
child with her. 

Says She Violated Order. 

In removing the child from St. Louts, 
Wald contends that the mother violat- 
ed the court’s order and that he thereby 
has been denied the privilege of his 
daughter’s society. Until she left St. 
Louis he contributed $20 a month to her 
support. 

Wald testified that if he gets custody 
kof Lucille he intends putting her in 
the home of his sister, who is the wid- 
ow of Clarence N. Jones. He told the 
Court that he is amply able to provide 
for his daughter and that she is all he 
has to live for. ; 

Leo Rassieur, who, as attorney for 
the Jones estate, became acquainted 
with Wald, went on the stand as a 
character witness for him. Rassieur 
said, on cross-examination, that he had 
visited the Millers at their home in 
Vancouver last summer at Wald’s sug- 
gestion, and found them comfortably 
situated. Miller, he said, seemed to be 
gfeatly interested in the welfare of 
the Wald girl. 

Neither Mrs. Miller nor her child ap- 
peared in court. Mrs. Miller’s sister, 
.Mrs. Gratz B. Lindsey, 5415 Cabanne 
avenue, testified that she had seen her 
niece last summer, and that she ex- 
pressed a desire to get batk to St. 
Louls to see certain of her relatives, 
friends and her dog, but said nothing 
about her father. Mrs. Lindsey also 
testified that Wald once told her it was 
his intention to be a devil to his former 
wife as long as he lived. 

When Mrs. Wald obtained a divorce 
in the Circuit Court, Wald carried it to 
the Court of Appeals, and lost there. 
Afterward he spent much time, he says, 
trying to effect a reconciliation with 
his former wife. 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he enlisted the services of the trial 
judge who granted the divorce, and 
that the latter endeavored to persuade 
her to give Wald another chance, but 
She was obdurate. 

When he heard she was to marry 
again Wald attempted to enjoin her 
from taking the child away from St. 
Louis, but the Court refused to make 
such order. He lives at 5017 Delmar 
boulevard, and is salesman for a whole- 
sale dry goods house.

Fashionable Philadelphia Rector 
Cries Out in Lenten Service 


Against Society Women. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 8.—That there 
are 16,000,000 fewer children in the United 
States than there cught to be, and that 
the women of the “highest social type”’ 
are responsible for the situation, was 
said today by the Rev. Dr. Shirley C. 
Hughson, temporarily successor of the 
unfrocked Dr. Mortimer as rector of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church. 

“Look in any of the public squares 
and what will you find?” he asked at 
the noonday Lenten service. ‘The chi!- 
dren of the rich are basking in the sun- 
shine of God with their nursemaids for 
attendants, while their mothers are pa- 
rading the streets with their poodles, 
lapdogs or spaniels. 

“The decadencg of the times is due 
entirely to the fact that American wom- 
en do not honor their own motherhood. 
Most of them are ashamed of their own 
offspring and the married woman who 
disregards the holy bonds of matrimony 
is only working out a destiny of de- 
struction for the nation. The coming 
race, instead of rising up and calling 
us blessed, will curse our memory.

In recognition of his service as first 
president of the University Club, a 
golden key, to admit him at all times 
tu the newly opened clubhouse, was 
presented to President Taft. 

President Taft declared in his ad- 
dress that the American veople would 


return from the dangerous tendencies 
in government which they have been 
encouraging and that. the present day 
wgitation of progressivism would not ul- 
timately be harmful. 

“The American people, great as they 
are,’’ he said, ‘‘have much to learn, and 
if this comes to them with some punish- 
ment attached, the lesson will be longer 
remembered. I have spoken in no spirit 
of pessimism or hopelessness in at- 
tempting to point out what I regard as 
dangerous tendencies; but if the people 
are led astray from the path of wis- 
com, they will more permane...:y remain 
in it after they come back. I am not 
speaking of party or of my personal ex- 
periences. What I refer to is the de- 
tarture from the principles of sound 
democratic government.”’ 

Takes a Rap at Seniors. 

He spoke in a humorous manner of 
his coming duties as professor of law 
at Yale, declaring that he was gcing tu 
try to show the seniors there that they 
have something yet to learn, but that 
he approached his task with humility. 

With ringing cheers the President was 
greeted by the 600 college men present 
after John Temple Graves, toxstmas- 
ter, had introduced him as a President 
who would be ‘‘cordially loved while he 
lived and graciously remembered after 
he was gone.”’ 

Just before Taft arose to accept the 
gift he heard himself characterized by 
Col. George Harvey of ‘New York as 
“the worst licked, the least sore and 
the best liked of all our Presidents.’’ 

Col. Harvey spoke on the relationship 
of the university to public service. 

“Here we have a university about to 
confer a President upom the ccuntry 
and the country in gracious recuittal 
about to bestow a president upon a uni- 
versity,’’ he remarked. ‘Theoretically, 
it would seem to be a fair exchange. 
Meanwhile, we have a yet more s‘riking 
{ilustration of the present tendency of 
the body politic to stretch forth arms 
and hands to the university in time of 
need. Within a few days the cntire, 
undivided, solid Republican electoral 
vete will be cast for Nicholas Murray 
Ksutler, president of Columbia Univer- 
sity, for Vice-President of the United 
States. Now, if it really is a fact that 
the mind or impulse of the naticn i3 
turning, consciously or unconsciously, 
tc the university for, development o0? 
rublie service. it is a fact of great mo- 
ment and of great promise.”’

Yesterday after- 
noon the elephant, whose moniker is 
‘‘Minnie,’’ strolled out of the barn and 
across the lawn to the front steps of the 
clubhouse. 

Neighbors are certain there was a 
trail of peanuts leading from the barn 
to the clubhouse steps. The press agent 
and manager call this absurd. But any- 
way, when Minnie had reached the vesti- 
bule, there were a few wild signals and 
u photographer rushed up and began 
setting his tripod. 

Capt. Gruber, apparently much agitat- 
ed, appeared. He led the beast away— 
after the photographer had taken all the 
pictures he wanted. The press agent 
came running up at this juncture. He 
was also excited. He seemed’ to be fear- 
ful that the photographer did not get 
a good view. Or perhaps he was afraid 
the newspapers might hear about it. 

Wonderful Statement. 

On the back of each photograph that 
the press agent sent out he stated that 
the elephant was the largest in cap- 
tivity—14 feet high—but the photograph 
nailed that statement.

UNABLE TO RAISE 
CAUCUS QUORUM 


Movement Against Naval Appro- 
priation by “Economy” 
Democrats Fail. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—No caucus 


pledge will bind the House Democrats 
this year when they vote on an ap- 
propriation for battleship construc- 


tion. 

An “economy caucus,” called to- 
night by members opposed to the au- 
thorization of any battleships in the 
naval appropriation bill, at this ses- 
sion, failed to materialize as a result 
of the absence of practically_ all 
Democratic members who favor an 
inereased navy. 

Only 73 members apeared and as 
112 were needed for a quorum, the 
meeting adjourned. 

Speaker Clark , and Democratic 
Leader Underwood, were present, 
although it is an open secret that 
both opposed the calling of the cau- 
cus. Only three members of the 
Naval Committee attended, Repre- 
sentative Hensley of Missouri and 
Tribble of Georgia, opposed battle- 
ships, and Talbot of Maryland, who 
made the point of no quorum, and 
moved adjournment. 

The absence of a quorum was not 
unexpected, word having been 
passed yesterday that the “two bat- 
tleship’”” men. were to stay away to 
make certain there should be no ac- 
tion. 

It is stated that the Naval Commit- 
tee is certain to recommend at least 
an appropriation for two battleships 
and with a large number of Republi- 
cans in the House favoring an in- 
creased navy, the big navy advocates 
say there is no doubt of favorable 
action on the committee's report. 

Representative Curley of Massa- 
chusetts said tonight that early next 
week Democratic members for a “‘pro- 
gressive naval policy” would hold a 
conference to agree upon a course of 
action.

Millionaire Fails to Appear in 
Court, Wife’s Award 
Increases. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 8.—Because 
Harvey E.' Jones failed to appear in 
court today and sign to his wife real 
estate worth $250,000, Superior Judge 
John Humphries increased the wife's 
award by $60,000, and issued a bench 
warrant for Jones’ arrest for contempt 

of court. 

Clara B. Jones was divorced from the 
millionaire last Wednesday. Jones fled 
to Vancouver, B. C., where he owns 
property valued at upward of $1,000,000.

LAW IS AT. STAKE: 
SENATE VOTE TED 


Upper House Said t Said to Be Divided 
on Bill Requiring Year’s 
Residence. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RENO, Nev., Feb. &—The Barnes dl- 
vorce reform bill having passed the 
House, it is believed here that: Nevada's 
six-months’ residence divorce law is 
doomed. If this proves true, the defeat 
will have been due more to the lack of 
organization on the part of the defensive 
faction than to public sentiment ex- 
pressed through the petitions presented 
to the Legislature. By the terms of the 
bill a year’s residence is required in or- 
der to sue for divorce. 

According to members of the Senate, 
that body stands 11 to 11 upon the ques- 
tion. The result in the House, it is be- 
lieved, will not have much bearing upon 
the action of the Senate on Tuesday. 

By one vote in the House yesterday, 
the pro-divorce faction lost in its efforts 
to prolong the time when the proposed 
change shall become effective to two 
years hence. 

Although the Legislature is adjourned 
today, lobbying among the Senators has 
all day been at fever heat. No one not 
within the borders of Nevada can ap- 
preciate the extent to which the divorce 
agitation and controversy has been car- 
ried. All classes are divided and in 
rany cases wives are against husbands 
in vigorous conflict, one arguing from 
moral, the other from financial stand- 
points. 3 

The measure was passed ‘by the House 
after stirring scenes. More than 300 
men and women who favored the Dill 
came to Carson City in a special train 
from other parts of the State. The As- 
sembly adopted the measure, 30 to 22. 
The Assembly is Democratic, but the 
bill was recommended by Gov. Tasker 
L, Oddie, Republican.

The.Jahn monument now is nearing 
completion under the hands of Robert 
Cauer, in Darmstadt, Germany. Cauer 
is the sculptor who modeled the Gen. 
Franz Sigel statue in Forest Park. He 
sojourned in St. Louis several months 
last vear to lay his plans and to get 
the atmosphere. 

The base of the monument is a semli- 
circular structure in marble, granite 
and blue Bedford. In the center the 
bust of Frederich Ludwig Jahn, the 
‘“Turnvater,’ is shown, mounted on a 
pedestal embellished by turner emblems. 
The structure Is flanked on either side 
by the heroic figures of an athlete put- 
ting the stot and a young girl in a 
graceful wand exercise pose, symbolic 
of turning. The bust and the two fig- 
ures are done in bronze. 

Memorial Cost $12,000 

The cost of the monument is about 
$12,000. The Monument Committee, 
which directs all preparations, consists 
of Otto Stifel, chairman; Edward lL.

TO HAVE CURED CANCER 


Investigations Lasting Four 
Years. Give Hope That Im- 


provement Is Permanent. 

PARIS, Feb. 8.—Before the French 
Academy of Medicine, Dr. Dominici 
this week communicated the results 
of his investigations carried out with 
Dr. Henri Cheron and Dr. Rubens 
Duval On cancer treatment by radium, 
deep vascular tumors and growths 
being effectively destroyed or 
checked. 

Deep-seated cancérs respond to ra- 
dium ray tréatment, showing great 
improvement, though surgical opera- 
tions in conjunction with this treat- 
ment still are necessary. The present 
investigations lasted four years, glv- 
ing the hope that the cures effected 
are lasting.

Evansville Foreman, 22; Shoots 
Men at Work, Saying They 
Threatened Him. 

















Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 8.—An out- 
break of negroes is feared because Al- 
len Von Behren, 22 years old, son of 
B. F. Van Behren, one of Southern In- 
diana’s wealthy manufacturers, = shot 
and killed John Gordon, Henry Gordon 
and Walter Washington, negroes, at 
the Von Behren factory today. 
Von Behren took an automatic revol- 
yer from his desk, and, walking into 
the factory, shot down John Gordon 
without warning. Leaving him on the 
floor, Yon Behren went into another 
department where Henry Gordon 
worked. He placed the gun close to 
the negroe’s head, and almost blew it 
off. The other employes were panic 
stricken, and fled. With the gmoking 
revolver in his hand Von Behren met 
Washington, and shot him through the 
heart. He then went to his office, laid 
down the gun, changed his clothes, and 
started to police headquarters in his 
automobile, being stopped on the way 
by detectives. He is held without bail. 


Says They Threatened Him. 
‘The man’s excuses for killing the ne- 


groes is that they were trying to run 
the factory, that they threatened his 
life and Were carrying revolvers. Only 
small knives were found on the negroes, 
The police believe Von Behren, who was 
an assistant foreman at the factory, a 
plant which manufactures wooden han- 
dles, is insane, but he was reading mag- 
azines in jail tonight and conversing 
calmly with members of his family, 
which is one of the mos: prominent in 
Indiana. 

Thousands of negroes along the levee 
are threatening a riot, but the police 
seem to have the situation in hand. 

Following the triple murder, workmen 
who had seen or heard of the shooting 
fled td save their own lives. the 
jumped through windews or burrowed 
under piles of lumber. 

Statements of factory employes are 
that John Gordon and young Von Behren 
quarreled Friday over the negro’s re- 
fiisal to work, and that Friday night 
Gordon had -beén overheard to threaten 
Von Behren’s life. - 

Many negroes are employed in the 

Von Behren factory, about three for 
each white man, and considerable race 
prejudice has existed there. 
Sixteen persons were killed in a-rate 
war here and ‘the white population’ gave 
the negro district’ of the city a wide 
berth tonight,

Question most any pitcher 
onthe subject, and he wil) freely admit 
such to be the case. 

One of the chief characteristics of the 
pitcher -is modesty; he only -claims to 
represent 8) per cent of the’ strength of 
the team; some persons, in his position, 
wou'd claim to be the whole works. 


-.Pitchers are born, not made; and judg- 


ing by the number of'twirlers knocking 
for admission at the door of the big 
leagues every spring, ‘there is one born 
every minute. 

They come-in. two classes: The right- 
handed, or normal pitcher, and the left- 
handed, or peculiar pitcher. The former 


is usually content to pitch his two games 


a week and let it go at that; he of the 
southern exposure, as a rule, carries a 
side line of stuff known as the “squir- 
rel’ brand. 

‘One left-handed pitcher ts generally 
considered enough for one team; two is 
the limit.

do his best, whether he is a preliminary 
boxer or a champion. That is what patrons 
of the boxing game pay to see. and when 
the boxer fails to do so-he is taking money 
under false pretense. It is not enough that 
he merely shades his opponent, but he 
should outbox him so, far as it is possible 
for him to do. In this respect boxing differs 
from most other sports (where to win, if only 
by a slight margin, is sufficient), and the 
moment a boxer pulls up under wraps he 
is ‘‘stalling’’' and violates at least his moral 
obligation to do the best he can. This, of 
course, applies to contests and not to those 
affairs intended and understood to be mere 
exhibitions. 

Boxers who “‘stall’’ are able to get away 
with it in many instances because promoters 
can always be found who are willing to put 
them on, despite the fact that they have pre- 
viously been known to ‘‘stall,’’ and the 
pbatron of boxing has no protection or guar- 
antee that he will get what he is paying to 
see, and his only recourse is to take a 
chance or remain away. This is one of the 
things that is hurting the boxing game 
everywhere it is. conducted, and until the 
sport is governed much as is professional 
baseball it will continue to bear a bad name 
when its privileges are abused and the con- 
fidence of its patrens are violated. 


That Bronson-English Farce. 

Not so long ago in this city Ray Bronson, 
claimant of the welterweight championship, 
engaged in a bout with Clarence English 
that was so devoid of merit that people at 
the ringside cried ‘‘Shame!’’ and ‘'Fake!’’ 
and the press of the ci‘y charged both boxers 
With ‘‘stalling.’’ It was so apparent that 
there was no denial, though Bronson offered 
a weak arm as an excuse, But Bronson knew 
of this before he accepted the bout and in- 
atead of the spectators getting an exhibition 
they had a right to expect, all they got was 
a ‘‘stall.””

Under 
the present Missouri Valley Conference 
rules all coaches must be faculty mem- 
bers and cannot be employed for coach- 
ing Only one branch of intercollegiate 
athletes. Brewer also feels that he is 
lucky to get such an able assistant who 
can handle both track and football. 

Schulte consulted with Brewer about 
track and then chatted with John Pat- 
rick Nicholson, captein of the spiked 
shoe ’brigade, and who hails from 8t. 
louis, about the material on hand. The 
afternoon of his first day here the big 
German had Nicholson and the other 
track men in the gymnasium doing 
track work because the snow was on 
the ground.

CHICAGO WILL SHOW

In less than 36 hours after the close 
Saturday night of the pleasure car show 
now running in Chicago, the doors will 
reopen at 10 o’clock Monday morning 
on the exhibition of motor trucks and 
Gelivery wagons. The change will be 
complete, and it involves a tremendous 
amount of very rapid work, as nearly

With an eight-mile lim- 
it a driver cannot get efficiency and 
his motor will become stalled and traf- 
fic will be blockaded. 
Cengestion Causes Accidents. 

“There is no danger, with a careful 
criver, in a 15-mile or greater speed. 
It is the reckless driver who causes the 
accidents, and the eight-mile speed lim- 
it would not correct his recklessness, 
neither would it eliminate the danger. 
the 
speed limit in the congested districts 
from 10 miles to 15 miles, because of 
the fact that the 10-mile limit was un- 
satisfactory and resulted in more acci- 
dents due to congested traffic than the 
15-mile iimit. 

“The 15-mile limit does not mean that 
the careful driver or the members of 
the Automobile Club want to drive at 
this rate of speed at all times. A reck- 
less driver or violator of the law could 
end should be prosecuted for reckless 
Griving under the 15-mile limit, if condi- 
tfons are such that he endangers lives 
and property of others. The proposed 
¢ight-mile limit ordinance affects all 
motor vehicles; even the street cars 
are restricted to that rate of speed.”’ 

Reckless Driving the Danger. 

“Most of the automobile ac-+tidents 
which occur are due to reckless driv- 
ing,"’ said Roy F.- Britton, chairman of 
the Legislative Committee of the Auto- 
wobile Club,” and it has always been 
the endeavor of the club to eliminate 
the reckless driver.

they are to other citizens. The reck- 
less driver is a menace to public safety 
and the club would be glad te elimi- 
nate him, but the eight-mile spesd limit 
will not accomplish that purpose. 

“The point we made before the com- 
mittee of the House is that if the speed 
is fixed, then the penalty should oa flex. 
ible; but if the speed is flexible, then 
the penalty should be severe and fixed. 
That fs, {f the speed is eight miles, then 
the Judge should take into considera- 
tion the time, piace and surrounding 
circumstances, he should consider all 
the facts in the case, and not merely 
that the driver was going over cight or 
ten miles.per hour. 

“Judge Karl Kimmel of the First 
Pistrict Police Court was present at the 
hearing and he reported that it was 
seldom that a club member was 
brought before his court. Judge Kim- 
mel adyocates the speed limit to 15 
niles east of Grand avenue and ‘0 miles 
west of Grand avenue, bounded on the 
north by Franklin avenue and on the 
south by Chouteau avenue.”

BILL PROHIBITS BOYS,

Thiw matter may be settled before the 
Case can be tried by a bill introduced 
in the Missouri House by Représenta- 
tive Orr.

If it is a 
disturbance that allows the patient to 
go about his usual business, taken 
according to the directions on the 
bottle is best.

At one time, as a writer, I seemed 
to be all alone in trying to get the 
people to listen and become obedient 
to the laws governing their bodies. 
Now there are writers galore saying 
the same things. I am _ profoundly 
grateful that this is so. 

So long as there are disobedient 
ones, so long we must have medicine. 
Even those who are trying to he 
obedient to the laws of Nature, try- 
ing their very best, need medicine 
for unavoidable conditions that often 
bring on some derangement. If such 
little derangements were met prompt- 
ly with Pe-ru-na the day would more 
quickly come when even Pe-ru-na 
would not be needed, the day when 
the drug doctor would absolutely go 
out of business.

I shall do all I can while I do live 
to hurry on the coming of that mil- 
lennium when all drugs will be rele- 
gated to th» rubbish heap and all doe- 
tor books laid aside as curiosities.

Anna Baumann, who, at the time of the 
first trial of Dr. Hyde, was Miss Hou- 
lihan, testified today that she went to 
the Swope household as a nurse, Dec.

Nora Dixon ill with typhoid. 

Over repeated objections by the de- 
fense, Mrs. Baumann was allowed to

Mrs. Baumann ‘testified today that 
Dr. Hyde instructed the nurses to 
take 16-hour shifts alternately with the 
patients.

In telling of the death of Chrisman, 
she said that Dr. Hyde instructed her 
to give the patient a capsule, and that 
20 minutes after he had swallowed it, 
Chrisman was taken with convulsions.

“IT am touched by "our greeting: and crank from 
the bottom of my her’t ai) Pulearians in America 
for their sentiments of intrepid patriotism.” 

With the feeling that they are in direct com- 
munication with the sovereigns of Bulgaria, the 
inhabitants of “Hungry Hollow” live in a state of 
military enthusiasm, which is continually 
fanned by the letters which arrive from the 
armies. These are eagerly read aloud in the 
coffee houses, cafes and lodging houses, and are 


‘then often sent to the “Naroden Glas” for pub- 


lication. 

Such a one was written by Evan Petroff, who 
recently worked at Se¢riia, Mo. and who hyr- 
ried home at the outset of the war. He is con- 
fined in a hospital at Kirk Kit'ise from the effects 
of two wounds, one of whi-h he received through 
the perfidy of a Turk to whom he had given a 
drink.

A graphic description of a gallant cavalry

This is a translation 
by Grammaticoff: 

“Tl was a participant in the battle near the vil- 
lage of Kavakli, southwest of Kirk: Kilise. On 
Oct. 11 the army of Gen. Raaxo Dimitrieft had 
already captured Kirk Kilise, but we did not know 
it The enemy, retreating in panic-stricken dis- 
order, was pursued only by rifle-firing, as the 
cavalry was insufficient in number and had be- 
sides arrived at the scene late. The infantry was 
exhausted by difficult and rapid marches lasting 
four days. 

“Our cavalry division, under the command of 
(en Evenoff, was informed that in the forest 
pear Kavakli there was a regiment of Turkish 
troops. The commander of our division ordered 
two cavalry regiments to open fire on the Turks 
from the front, as the enemy had begun to come 
out of the forest. The task of opening fire on 
the Tur’s was taken by the Fourth Cavalry Regi- 
ment of the Bulgarian army. After a successful 
attack of rifle firing, our commander ordered a 
general charge against the enemy. It was a 


‘fierce and extremely bloody onslaught.

“Soon the Turks began to retreat in utter dis- 
order and great haste, pursued by the fire of our 
infantry and the phalanxes of the cavalry. Thus, 
by a quick and decisive attack, we prevented the 
Turkieh division from reforming and retreating 
iu order. The fire of our cavalry regiments rilled 
and wounded about eight hundred Turks, and the 
cavalrymen, during their charge, sabered. more 
than one hundred and thirty Turkish soldiers. 
Our Iess was only 10 men wounded and not a 
single one ‘illed.” 

Ancther létter to the Buigarian newspaper, writ 
ten by Nick Petroff, formerly of St. Louis, de- 
scribes a rout of the Turks from a strong po- 
sition on the hills by a charge of Bulgarian troops 
He said: 

“The front.of the Turkish forces extended from 
Gubetch to Ishilar and was supported by 30 
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Cablegram from Queen of Bulgaria.

And at the end, with an art already skillful, 
there is the thrilling climax in which Joseph, 
assured of the penitence of his brothers, reveals 
to them that the mighty Prince before whom 
they kneel in terror is no other than the youth of 
the many-colored coat whom they hac wronged 
and who would now requite them witlL love and 
protection. 

Considering even the technique, the peculiar 
architecture of the drama, the story in Genesis 
f- so closely knit that it- observes many of the 
rules of stagecraft as described by such a master 
as Freytag. The entire narrative has a unity to 
which every word tends, and an end tow:2rds 
which every incident strictly and logicaily as- 
sists the action’s approach. As it begins wita 
Israel surrounded by his sons, so it ends ~ ‘ith 
the partiarch giving his blessing to his children, 
again un’ ed at his feet. 

As a playwright would say, the story has its 
“initial impulse,” which starts the action upon 
its career. Joseph’s brothers are jealous because 
of their father’s love for the son of his old age, 
and their jealousy is-irritated by the dream in 
which he sees not only. themselves, but his pa- 
rents, making obeisance before him. They resolve 
to destroy him and fling him into a pit to die. 
They relent and sell him to Midianite merchant- 
men. Thus the story is first impelled upon its 
course 

The_ story then has it. ascending ‘action, this 
heing Joseph’s rise in the favor of Potiphar, cap-

what is technically termed the “revolutionary im- 
pulse,” such as, in “Romeo and Juliet,” occurs 
with the death of Tybalt at Romeo’s hand, or in 
“Julius Caesar.” with Anthony's oration.

sion of a woman. This incident is briefly but 
powerfully related in the Bible. In a moment the 
steadfast youth is hurled down from his honors 
and plunged into prison, fortunate to escape with 
his life. 

His years in prison are what a technician would 
call the “descending action.’’ This, too, in the 
classical drama, is interrupted by the ‘retarding 
impulse,” which again changes the course of the 
play’s movement. In “Romeo and Juliet” it is 
the Friar’s plot to enable the heroine to escape 
wedding Paris by means of a sleeping potion. In 
“Richard Il: it is the fail of Buckingham. 

In tae Bible story it 1s Joseph’s feat in in- 
terpreting Pharaoh’s dreams which predict seven 
years of famine. As a result, the Jewish pris- 
oner is lifted up from his fetters and placed, as 
the second man in the kingdom, in charge of the 
government department for the conservation of 
food. Through this position, as the Bible relates, 
with an apparent lack of understanding of the 
modern resentment against monopolists, he was 
able to convert into Pharaoh’s possession all the 
money, cattle and land in Egypt. 

All plays have their aenouements, which i: 
tragedies are catastrophies, such as the grave 
scene in “Romeo and Juliet” and the defeat of 
\.@ conspirators in “Julius Caes-r. But. tue 
drara of Joseph is not a tragedy, and the end 
is a climax, in which the powerful Prime Min- 
ister has an opportunity to display at once his 
might and his mercy to his suppliant brothers. 

It is not strange. therefore, the: tue uramatic 
materials of thig story as it stands in the Bible 
have always been recognized. So that Parker’s 
“Joseph and His Brethren” is far from being -the 
first aitempt to > cesent the Old Testament story 
fn theatrical form. 

There have beer several poetic ..ons both in 
the old and the more recent Engiisi drama. «a 
was a favorite subject of the old mystery plays 
of the middle ages, with their strange mixture of 
reverence and what would now seem ribald im- 
piety. Two Joseph plays .ave held the boards 
of the Vix ‘heaters for many decaues. 

All of these, except possibly =he mystery plays, 
have been distinguished by exact fidelity to the 
Bible narrative. The actors used the precise

‘fAltogether, the transformation in progress is to 
tbe so radical that at first we may be a bit puzzled 
to recognize a ten-buck bill when it stares us 
in the face. When it turns its back upon us, ac- 
g to its more habitual custom, the disguise 
‘be even more markedly apparent. 
“Will it look like money?” Mr. Cox repeats, in 
answer to a question. ‘Well, it will look as paper 
money ought to look, according to modern stand- 
ards of artistic taste and practical convenience for 
handling. It is generally acknowledged that our 
American currency is clumsy and antiquated in 
style as compared with that of European nations 
—France and England especially. The foreign 
banknotes, as a rule, are economical in size, fine 
in texture and simple, though with elegance and 
dignity, in the pictorial. designs printed upon 
them. Those are qualities which fittingly char- 
acter’ze a great hation’s currency—not a maze 
of complicated lathe*work or a tangle of meaning- 


less scrolls, or large surfaces of heevily shaded 


engraving, such as is ordinarily put in on a por- 
trait plate or a line reproduction for black-and- 
white prrinting of the effects of an oj) painting.” 
“That won’t be making it dead easy for the 
counterfeiter, will it?’ | 
. Mr. Cox smiled wearily at the naive question. 
“Heavy shading would be no special obstacle 
to the counterfeiter. As a matter of fact, the 
figures in my design will be quite elaborately 
modeled and shaded, but in a fine, silvery tone— 
lixe that of an Albert Durer wood engraving, for 
instence. The Government Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving, wh{ch, under the authority of the 
Secretary. of the Treasury, directs the whole me- 
chanical and artistic production of the new notes,
